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OUR  FAMILY  SURNAME 


’Tis  right  to  guard  the  honours  of  our  name 
They  are  a  trust  but  lent  us  which  we  take, 

And  should  in  reverence  for  the  donor’s  fame 
With  care  transmit  them  down  to  other  hands. 

With  the  World  War  raging  round  us,  and  with  the 
threat  of  invasion  hanging  over  our  heads,  it  more  than 
ever  behoves  all  who  bear  our  surname  to  know  its  true 
origin  and  history.  And  especially  so  for  this  absolutely 
vital  reason.  Some  years  before  the  war  it  was  known 
that  the  Germans,  with  fiendish  anticipation,  were  pre¬ 
paring  lists  of  British  Christian  names,  and  especially 
surnames  concerning  which  they  could  either  obtain  or 
invent  evidence  of  a  Hebrew  origin,  solely  with  a  view 
to  staging  here  in  England  an  awful  massacre  of  “Jews  ”, 
such  as  they  have  perpetrated  since  in  every  country  they 
have  occupied.  We  clergy  have  had  letters  from  Eng¬ 
lish  people  in  Germany  asking  for  certificates  from  our 
parish  registers  because  their  parents  had  named  them 
after  their  favourite  Bible  heroes  such  as  Abraham,  David, 
Rebecca,  Joseph,  and  the  rest.  I  myself  before  the  war 
received  a  letter  from  a  Prussian  nobleman  saying  he  had 
been  condemned  as  a  Jew  because  his  grandfather,  an 
officer  in  Bliicher’s  army,  after  fighting  for  us  at  Waterloo, 
came  here  and  married  a  lady  of  our  surname.  There  is 
plenty  of  evidence  to  show  that  the  Nazis  have  searched 
every  book  on  English  surnames  and  family  history,  as  well 
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as  the  publications  of  those  who  claimed  that  we  descended 
from  the  lost  Ten  Tribes,  leaving  no  tome  unturned  in  order 
to  make  their  murder  list  as  complete  as  possible.  Who, 
then,  was  responsible  for  placing  our  surname  on  the  roll 
for  murder  ?  I  searched  for  evidence,  and  after  examin¬ 
ing  a  book  on  surnames  compiled  by  a  self-educated 
village  schoolmaster,  found  that  he  derived  Bartelot  from 
the  Hebrew  “  Bartholomew  ”.  Here  was  the  origin  of  the 
whole  tragedy.  Had  he  enquired  of  any  member  of 
the  family,  he  would  have  learned  the  truth.  Our  name 
is  not  Jewish  in  any  shape  or  form.  It  has  nothing  what¬ 
ever  to  do  with  “  Bartholomew  ”.  Even  if  we  had  a 
Hebrew  ancestry — and  I  can  trace  none  during  the  last 
nine  centuries  of  our  pedigree— X  should  be  proud  to 
belong  to  God’s  chosen  race  ;  but  I  have  no  desire  to  be 
exterminated  under  false  pretences. 

ORIGIN  OF  THE  SURNAME 

So  in  the  following  pages  I  put  on  record  for  the 
private  use  of  all  bearing  our  surname,  the  truth  as  I  sent 
it  to  the  Prussian  nobleman.  I  give  it  as  far  as  possible 
in  the  words  of  Gaxton’s  translation  (printed  a.d.  1484) 
of  the  old  legends  of  the  Charlemagne  period  and  from 
Copland’s  Four  Sons  of  Aymon  (published  in  1554). 

Let  us  carry  our  minds  back  to  the  glorious  age  of 
the  Emperor  Charlemagne,  when  knights  were  religious 
as  well  as  bold  and  chivalrous,  when  art,  literature  and 
poetry  were  illustrated  by  the  “  Songs  of  Roland  ”  and 
Oliver,  and  the  Sons  of  Aymon ,  and  the  Tragedy  of  Roncevaux 
written  by  the  pen  of  Archbishop  Turpin,  the  Emperor’s 
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own  Father  Confessor.  As  for  their  foundation  of  truth, 
it  is  enough  to  say  that  Pope  Calixtus  actually  placed 
these  stories  amongst  the  Canonical  Books  of  the  Church. 
They  were  chanted  by  Taillefer  the  minstrel  before  William 
the  Conqueror  as  he  led  his  Norman  army  to  victory  at 
Hastings. 

First,  then,  be  it  known  that  Prince  Berthelot 
was  the  Emperor  Charlemagne’s  favourite  nephew  and 
flourished  about  the  year  a.d.  770.  His  name  was  coined 
in  the  manner  of  those  days  from  that  of  his  mother, 
Princess  Bertha,  the  Emperor’s  own  sister.  It  is  a  double 
diminutive,  meaning  “  son  of  Bertha  ”  or  “  little  Bertha  ”. 
In  like  manner  Charlemagne  named  his  own  youngest 
son  Chariot,  that  is,  “  little  Charles  ”,  and  thus  originated 
such  names  as  Lancelot,  Hughelot,  Robelot,  Pierrelot, 
Michelet,  Juliet,  Hamlet,  and  others.  Princess  Bertha 
was  the  wife  of  Milo,  Duke  of  Aiglant,  and  Bertha’s 
mother  was  Queen  Bertha,  wife  of  King  Pepin  of  France. 
Berthelot  was  not  a  fighting  man  like  Roland  and  Oliver, 
nor  a  designing  and  intriguing  diplomatist  like  Ganelon  : 
he  was  a  studious  practiser  of  the  gentler  sciences  and 
arts — especially  of  the  game  of  Chess.  This  game  was 
the  cause  of  his  tragic  death,  and  this  is  how  it  came 
about. 

The  Emperor  Charlemagne’s  eldest  son,  Prince 
Lothair,  had  been  foully  slain  by  Sir  Bevis,  Duke  of 
Aygremont,  and  in  revenge  Gryllon  of  Hautefelle  slew 
Sir  Bevis.  This  started  a  revenge  feud,  which  Charle¬ 
magne  endeavoured  in  a  Christian  manner  to  quench  by 
the  promise  of  forgiveness  and  a  gift  of  gold  ;  also  by  his 
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conferring  knighthood  on  the  four  nephews  of  Bevis  with 
his  own  hands.  These  four  nephews  were  named  Ray¬ 
nard,  Alarde,  Guichard  and  Richard,  and  were  the  sons 
of  Aymon,  Duke  of  Este.  Moreover,  the  Emperor  offered 
to  make  Raynard  his  steward,  but  he  refused. 

THE  TOURNAMENT 

The  winter  passed,  and  summer  came  once  more, 
when,  as  usual,  Charlemagne  celebrated  the  Festival  of 
Pentecost  by  holding  a  great  Court  and  Tournament  in 
his  royal  city  of  Paris.  The  chronicler  tells  how  to  this 
Court  came  fifteen  kings,  thirty  dukes  and  sixty  earls, 
besides  knights,  esquires  and  all  the  fairest  ladies  in  the 
land.  There  came  also  the  four  sons  of  Duke  Aymon. 
At  the  tournament  none  dared  to  hold  a  lance  against 
these  four  knights  save  only  Roland  and  his  cousin  Oliver. 
Raynard,  the  eldest  of  the  four,  had  come  to  the  Court 
on  purpose  to  avenge  his  uncle’s  death,  and  in  his  anger 
at  failure  in  the  tournament  he  determined  to  slay  some 
kinsman  of  the  Emperor.  His  recorded  words  were  “  If 
I  take  not  vengeance  I  shall  waxe  madde .”  He  thereupon 
strode  uninvited  into  the  very  presence  chamber  of  the 
King.  “  I  have  come  ”,  said  he,  “  to  claim  the  blood  fine  that 
is  due  for  the  death  of  my  uncle  Bevis  :  six  times  his  weight  in 
gold  was  promised ,  but  it  has  never  been  paid .”  It  was  now 
the  Emperor’s  turn  to  be  angry.  He  spoke  not  a  word, 
but  with  his  right  hand  drew  off  his  left-hand  glove  and 
threw  it  straight  in  the  face  of  the  too  bold  Raynard. 
“  If  thou  wert  not  a  kingfi  exclaimed  the  enraged  knight, 
“  thou  shouldest  fight  me  on  this  challenge .” 
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THE  PENTECOST  FESTIVAL 

After  these  things  the  whole  company  went  to  the 
church  to  hear  the  fayre  masse  of  Pentecost  that  was 
sung,  and  much  rich  was  the  offering.  When  they  had 
heard  the  masse  they  came  again  to  the  Palace  and  asked 
for  water  to  wash  their  hands,  and  then  dinner  was  ready. 
So  they  washed  and  set  them  down  to  dinner.  The 
fifteen  kings  were  all  set  except  the  King  Salamon,  that 
served  that  day  with  Duke  Godfraye. 

But  Raynard  at  this  dinner  would  not  sit  down 
because  that  King  Charlemagne  had  rebuked  him  so 
shamefully.  44  Ha  !  ”  said  Raynard.  44  Alas ,  how  shall  I 
come  to  do  so  much  that  I  may  avenge  the  death  of  my  uncle  that 
was  so  much  beloved  A 

The  Barons  came  out  after  dinner  for  to  play  and 
sport  themselves.  Some  sat  at  tables  for  their  sport,  and 
the  wisest  of  them  played  at  the  games  of  draughts  and 
chess.  Then  Sir  Ganelon,  the  mischief-maker,  spake  and 
said  unto  Berthelot  that  was  the  King’s  nephew,  44  Do 
you ,  Berthelot ,  challenge  Raynard  to  play  at  Chess ,  you  have 
never  been  beaten  at  that  game ,  nor  is  it  possible  that  you  should 
be  A  So  Berthelot  called  Raynard  for  to  play  with  him 
at  chess,  whereof  grew  a  great  mischief,  for  afterwards 
many  a  good  knight  died  thereof,  and  many  a  fayre  child 
was  fatherless,  as  hereafter  ye  shall  hear  if  ye  hearken  well. 

THE  FATAL  GAME  OF  CHESS 

Now  was  set  Berthelot  and  the  doughty  Raynard  for 
to  play  at  chess.  On  the  one  side  stood  the  three  umpires 
of  Raynard,  namely,  Count  Roland  and  Ogier  the  Dane, 
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and  Duke  Namon.  On  the  other  side  were  stationed  the 
three  umpires  of  Berthelot,  namely,  Prince  Chariot,  and 
Ganelon,  and  young  Pinabel  of  Mayence.  The  chessmen 
of  Raynard  were  of  silver,  but  those  of  Berthelot  were  of 
gold,  whereof  the  chessboard  was  of  massy  gold. 

THE  MURDER  OF  BERTHELOT 

So  they  played  six  games,  and  then  they  came  to 
angry  words  and  blows,  whereupon  Raynard  took  up  the 
heavy  golden  chessboard  and  with  it  smote  Berthelot  on 
the  head  and  felled  him  to  the  ground.  Then  drawing 
his  sword  “  Flamberge  ”,  he  clave  Berthelot’s  skull  to 
the  brain  and  left  him  dead  at  his  feet. 

THE  FLIGHT  OF  RAYNARD  AND  HIS  BRETHREN 

Now  began  a  strong  cry  in  the  Palace  that  Raynard 
had  slain  Berthelot,  the  King’s  nephew.  And  when  the 
King  understood  this  he  went  nigh  out  of  his  witte,  and 
called  out,  <fi  Heigh  !  Barons  !  Keep  well  that  Raynarde  escape 
not ,  for  by  Saint  Denys  of  France  he  shall  not  escape.  Quick , 
if  we  may  hold  him,  for  he  hath  slain  our  nephew  Berthelot .” 

Then  ran  some  of  the  Knights  upon  Raynard,  but 
his  kinsmen  defended  him,  and  there  was  a  great  strife 
and  many  gownes  were  torne,  and  such  afraye  there 
never  was  seen  as  that  day  in  the  Palace.  But  the 
brethren  of  Raynard  having  their  horses  ready  in  the 
courtyard  they  mounted  and  took  to  flight  with  Raynard 
riding  on  his  famous  horse  4  Bayard  ’.  Soon  a  thousand 
men  at  arms  mounted  their  horses  and  gave  chase. 

Outside  the  city  they  overtook  the  fugitives  and  a 
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desperate  fight  ensued  in  which  all  the  followers  of  the 
four  brethren  were  either  killed  or  taken  prisoners,  and 
all  the  horses  were  slain  save  only  Bayard,  the  famous 
steed  of  Raynard.  Then  Raynard  bade  his  brethren 
mount  behind  him,  and  so  on  Bayard’s  long  back  they 
galloped  away  with  the  speed  of  a  storm  cloud,  till  the 
gallant  steed  bore  his  fourfold  burden  far  beyond  the  reach 
of  Charlemagne’s  vengeful  anger. 

So  when  the  four  sons  of  Aymon  arrived  at  Dordogne 
they  came  to  their  lady  mother  and  Raynard  said  to  her, 
“  Ladye ,  I  have  slayne  Berthelot ,  the  nephew  of  King  Charle¬ 
magne .”  As  soon  as  the  lady  understood  this  she  fell  down 
in  a  swoone.  Then  Raynard  tooke  her  up,  and  as  soon 
as  she  recovered  she  begged  them  to  flee  from  the  wrath 
of  the  Emperor.  So  they  fled  to  the  Forest  of  Ardennes, 
and  there  they  built  their  Castle  of  Mountayneford  and 
there  dwelt  in  safety. 

THE  TRUTH  OF  THE  STORY 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  story  of  Berthelot, 
recorded  in  the  ancient  chronicles  so  fully,  and  with  such 
circumstantial  detail,  bears  every  mark  of  veracity.  It 
evidently  contains  the  tragedy  of  a  real  and  outstanding 
personality  prominent  in  the  court  of  the  King.  This 
story  has  inspired  artists  in  several  countries,  and  we 
reproduce  No.  57  of  those  105  priceless  miniatures  by 
Jean  le  Tavernier,  drawn  in  1460,  which  prior  to  1939 
were  preserved  in  the  Royal  Library  at  Brussels,  and  now 
probably  have  been  looted  or  destroyed. 

In  it  you  view  a  composite  picture  showing  the 
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Emperor  Charlemagne  knighting  the  four  sons  of  Aymon  : 
then  on  the  right  is  the  game  of  chess  being  played  by 
Raynard  and  Berthelot.  Below  it  is  the  braining  of 
Berthelot  by  Raynard  with  his  sword  “  Flamberge  ”,  and 
the  final  scene  is  that  of  the  three  brethren  mounting 
behind  Raynard  on  Bayard’s  long  back  and  escaping 
from  the  palace. 


FAMILY  TRADITION 

I  well  know  that  there  are  genealogists,  sitting  in  the 
seats  of  the  mighty,  who  rave  against  “  family  tradition  ” 
and  pronounce  all  and  every  legend,  grave  or  gay,  which 
has  been  handed  down  from  father  to  son  from  genera¬ 
tion  to  generation,  to  be  utterly  false  and  beneath  con¬ 
tempt.  Well,  let  them  say  what  they  will  say,  but  I 
know  that  in  every  branch  of  our  family  in  England, 
France,  Belgium,  Switzerland,  Italy,  Sicily,  Spain,  Scot¬ 
land,  Wales  and  America,  the  story  of  Berthelot  and  the 
golden  chessboard  has  been  handed  down  from  father  to 
son  for  generations.  Let  me  prove  it  by  the  various  coats 
of  arms  the  Berthelots,  Bartelots  and  Bartlets  have  used 
in  England  and  abroad.  The  most  ancient  coat  of  arms 
of  the  French  Berthelots  blazon  the  actual  shield  of  Charle¬ 
magne  himself,  namely,  “  Dimidiated  per  pale  gold  and  azure  ; 
in  the  dexter  half  a  two-headed  eagle  displayed  of  the  second  colour 
and  in  the  sinister  half  the  Royal  Arms  of  France  seme  of  golden 
lilies 

As  this  coat  was  found  to  be  too  similar  to  the  arms 
of  the  King  of  France,  the  Berthelot  family,  Lords  of  St. 
Ilian,  were  allotted  the  three  lilies  of  France  piercing  the 
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mouths  of  the  three  leopards’  heads — so  as  to  represent 
the  marriage  of  Princess  Bertha  to  the  Duke  of  Aiglant. 
We  describe  this  shield  in  heraldic  language  thus  :  Azure 
3  leopards'  heads  jessant  de  lys ,  gold.  Later  on,  the  Berthe- 
lots,  Lords  of  Kerbiquet,  went  one  better  and  used  the 
same  arms  with  the  leopards’  heads  royally  crowned.  I 
defy  anyone  to  deny  that  these  coats  of  arms  prove  the 
existence  of  the  family  tradition  handed  down  from  Prince 
Berthelot.  The  Barthelot  family  of  Poitou  used  as  their 
arms  the  three  azure  eagles  on  a  golden  shield.  The 
Marquis  Bartolini  of  Florence  and  the  Bertolotti  family 
used  an  elaborate  shield  portraying  a  bridge  over  a  flow¬ 
ing  river  with  Charlemagne’s  eagle  and  three  golden  stars 
to  represent  the  name  Bertha,  which  means  bright  star. 
The  Marquis  Bertalino  of  Palermo  and  Baron  de  Berter- 
linho  of  Spain  have  the  same  tradition.  But  the  most 
permanent  and  interesting  coat  of  arms  used  by  the  Nor¬ 
man  Barthelots  is  to  be  seen  in  Bayeux  Cathedral.  It 
blazons  on  a  shield  three  left-hand  gloves  with  the  fingers 
pointing  upwards,  evidently  in  commemoration  of  the 
left-hand  glove  which  the  Emperor  Charlemagne  threw 
into  the  face  of  Raynard  and  which  our  tradition  says 
Berthelot  picked  up  and  handed  back  to  his  uncle  the 
Emperor.  Now  this  fact  is  most  important,  because  these 
same  arms  were  formerly  used  by  the  Bartelots  of  Sussex, 
whose  ancestor,  Adam  Bartelot,  came  over  in  the  retinue 
of  Odo,  Bishop  of  Bayeux,  when  William  the  Conqueror 
invaded  our  shores. 

The  tradition  that  the  first  Norman  Bartelot  who 
came  to  England  was  named  Adam  has  persisted  for 
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centuries,  and  his  name  heads  the  Elizabethan  Pedigree  of 
the  present  Sir  Walter  Barttelot,  baronet  of  Stopham. 
But  the  question  has  been  asked  why  the  Domesday  Sur¬ 
vey  does  not  mention  him,  but  describes  the  manor  of 
Stopham  as  being  held  under  the  Lord  of  Arundel  Castle 
by  a  certain  Robert,  who  had  sublet  the  manor  to  a  cer¬ 
tain  Ralph.  This  is  easily  explained.  The  Domesday 
Survey  was  made  twenty  years  after  the  Battle  of  Hastings, 
and  by  that  time  Adam  Bartelot,  whose  surname  is  re¬ 
corded  on  the  Battel  Abbey  Roll  as  44  Bertuilay  55  (phonetic 
for  the  French  44  Bertolet  ”)  had  no  doubt  died  and  left 
the  manor  to  his  elder  son  Robert,  who,  as  44  R.  de 
Buttuilayn  ”,  is  recorded  on  Foxe’s  copy  of  the  famous 
44  Battel  Abbey  Roll  ”.  This  Robert  is  stated  to  have 
sublet  the  manor  to  Ralph,  no  doubt  his  younger  brother. 
From  this  Ralph  descended  the  famous  family  of  44  De 
Stopham  ”,  who  carried  on  the  Christian  name  of  Ralph 
for  many  generations  and  held  the  manor  of  Stopham 
until  the  year  1379,  when  John  Bartelot,  M.P.,  married 
Joan,  daughter  and  heir  of  William  Stopham,  and  acquired 
the  whole  of  that  manor,  where  the  family  has  resided 
ever  since.  But  the  question  arises  :  if  the  44  De  Stop¬ 
ham  ”  family  originally  had  the  surname  Bartelot,  why 
were  their  original  arms  three  crescents  instead  of  three 
gloves  ?  The  answer  is  simple.  Crescents  were  always 
the  distinguishing  mark  of  a  second  son.  And  moreover, 
the  same  three  crescents  were  the  arms  of  the  family  of 
44  Butuilayn  ”  of  Northants,  and  they  appear  in  St.  Mar¬ 
tin’s  Church,  Oxford,  as  the  arms  of  a  famous  goldsmith, 
Richard  Bartelot,  who  flourished  in  i486.  Curiously 
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enough,  when  I  was  Chaplain  of  Turin  in  1900  I  met 
Count  Bertolotti,  whose  family  had  always  borne  the  three 
crescents  as  their  arms.  The  conclusion,  then,  is  that 
Ralph  de  Stopham,  who  held  the  manor  of  Stopham  in 
1086,  was  brother  to  Robert  Bartelot,  his  landlord,  under 
whom  he  held  the  estate,  and  Ralph’s  descendants  were 
“  De  Stophams  ”  whilst  they  held  that  manor,  but  the 
younger  sons  of  his  descendants  when  they  left  Stopham 
and  settled  in  other  counties  reverted  to  their  original 
surname  of  Bartelot.  This  is  the  only  way  in  which  we 
can  account  for  the  fact  that  the  Heralds  who,  as  is  shown 
by  the  Scrope  versus  Grosvenor  Trial,  never  allowed  the 
same  coat  of  arms  to  two  different  surnames  unless  they 
could  prove  descent  from  the  original  holder  of  those 
arms,  did  actually  allot  the  crescent  coat  to  the  Bartletts 
of  Gloucestershire  and  Worcestershire  in  1569  and  to  the 
Bartlets  of  Wiltshire  in  1623.  Only,  be  it  remarked,  that 
before  the  year  1379  the  Stopham  family  had  added  one 
more  crescent  to  their  coat  so  that  its  heraldic  description 
reads  thus  :  “  Quarterly  per  fesse  indented  argent  and  gules 

four  crescents  counterchanged  ’  ’  and  these  arms  have  been 
quartered  by  the  Barttelot  squires  of  Stopham  ever  since. 

THE  ORIGINAL  COAT  OF  ARMS 

There  is  one  last  point  to  be  mentioned  regarding  the 
Bartelot  coat  of  arms  bearing  the  three  gloves.  Originally 
the  fingers  of  the  gloves  were  always  blazoned  pointing 
upwards,  just  as  they  are  in  Bayeux  Cathedral,  and  as 
they  were  in  Ernley  Church,  and  also  as  they  are  drawn 
in  the  Heralds’  Visitation  of  1584,  and  as  my  branch  of 
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the  Ernley  family  still  use  them.  In  Stopham  Church 
there  is  a  fine  series  of  sepulchral  brasses  of  the  Bartelots 
dating  from  the  year  1428.  On  these  tombs  the  coats  of 
arms  originally  had  the  gloves  pointing  upwards,  but  now 
they  have  been  reversed.  How  did  this  come  to  pass  ? 

The  death  of  Squire  Richard  in  1614  was  the  cause 
of  this  change.  His  son,  the  first  Walter,  determined  to 
erect  a  splendid  tomb  in  brass  to  his  father  and  mother, 
so  he  applied  to  the  Heralds’  College  for  his  correct  arms 
and  quarterings.  But  as  the  three  gloves  dated  from  the 
earliest  days  of  heraldry  before  the  Heralds’  College 
existed,  no  original  grant  of  arms  could  be  found.  The 
Garter  King  of  Arms  as  usual  refused  to  ratify  the  old 
coat,  probably  also  because  a  much  later  Sussex  family 
named  Gounter  had  obtained  a  grant  of  arms  blazoning 
on  a  sable  shield  three  silver  right-hand  gaunts  or  gloves 
with  the  fingers  upward.  As  this  was  almost  identical 
with  the  old  Bartelot  coat  both  in  shape  and  tinctures, 
and  the  only  difference  was  that  they  were  right-hand 
instead  of  left-hand  gloves,  no  one  could  tell  the  differ¬ 
ence  at  a  distance.  The  result  was  that  Walter  received 
from  Sir  William  Segar,  the  Garter  King  of  Arms,  a 
richly  blazoned  document  on  which  the  gloves  were  point¬ 
ing  downwards,  and  on  which  were  depicted  the  eight 
quarterings  which  have  adorned  all  the  tombs  there  ever 
since.  He  also  was  granted  an  entirely  new  crest  of  a 
white  swan,  and  the  document  was  signed  thus  :  “  Con¬ 
firmed  under  ye  hand  and  seal  of  Sir  William  Segar  Knight 
Garter  Principal  King  of  Arms  ye  27th  of  October  1616  in  ye 
14th  year  of  the  reign  of  his  Majesty  King  James C 
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With  this  heraldic  voucher  in  hand  Walter  the  First 
gave  the  order  to  the  brazier  to  make  to  the  memory  of 
his  father  quite  the  handsomest  memorial  that  adorns 
Stopham  Church.  Thereon  you  may  still  see  the  very 
same  coats  of  arms  which  the  Garter  King  had  sanctioned. 
But  they  were  not  content  to  leave  the  older  brasses  alone. 
The  older  shields  in  Stopham  Church  with  gloves  erect 
were  taken  out  and  replaced  by  the  new  arms,  and  the 
incongruous  spectacle  of  the  older  Tudor  brasses  now 
shows  in  every  case  miniature  brass  figures  of  boys  and 
girls  dressed  in  Jacobean  costume  and  added  when  Walter 
erected  his  father’s  brass  about  1 6 1 6.  The  brazier,  how¬ 
ever,  arrived  with  one  coat  of  arms  less  than  the  number 
required,  so  that  happily  the  tomb  of  Richard  Bartelot, 
who  died  in  1483,  still  has  its  old  shield  with  the  gloves 
upward. 


THE  SPELLING  OF  THE  NAME 

As  regards  the  spelling  of  our  surname,  I  can  find  it 
nowhere  spelt  with  the  middle  double  44  t  ”  before  the 
year  1614.  Almost  invariably  before  that  date  it  is  spelt 
without  it  in  every  part  of  England  where  it  occurs.  It 
is  spelt  Bertelot  in  1194  in  the  Curia  Regis  Rolls  [I.  57], 
where  the  scribe  writes  44  Quidarri  Bertelot  ”,  almost  cer¬ 
tainly  a  mistake  for  44  Adam  Bertelot  ”,  who  owned  lands 
in  Lincoln.  In  1224  we  find  44  Robert  de  Bartlet  ” 
together  with  Thomas  de  Forde  (both  names  of  Stopham 
people)  witnessing  the  Charter  of  Humphrey  de  Bohun, 
Earl  of  Essex  (Dugdale,  IV.  32gb).  Bohun  owned  Mid¬ 
hurst  in  Sussex  and  the  Bohun  Arms  are  in  Stopham 
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Church.  We  get  the  spelling  in  the  French  way  in  the 
year  1250  when  “  Quidam  Bartholot  ”  (query  “  Adam  ”) 
held  land  in  Mells,  near  Bath,  under  the  Abbot  of  Glaston¬ 
bury.  Twelve  miles  north  from  Mells  is  the  parish  of 
Bitton,  where  Thomas  Bartelot  owned  a  freehold  estate 
in  1367.  He  objected  to  pay  an  annual  fee  to  the  lord 
of  the  manor,  and  so  is  recorded  in  1273  as  being  six  years 
in  arrears  (“jam  sex  annis  elapsis  ”).  From  him  descended 
Henry  Bardot,  M.P.  for  Bath  in  1406,  and  William 
Bartelot,  the  collector  of  the  King’s  taxes  for  Somerset, 
who  owned  “  Wolwade  in  Popelowe  ”,  Somerset,  and 
also  lands  in  Timsbury.  He  died  in  1420  and  his  son 
John  acquired  the  small  estate  of  Welcroft  (or  Valecroft) 
in  Timsbury  on  his  marriage  with  Joan,  widow  of  Richard 
le  Brun,  which  estate  he  sold  in  1437  to  Thomas  Cheddar, 
and  I  bought  it  back  five  centuries  later  in  1936.  I  still 
render  one  red  rose  to  the  lord  of  Timsbury  manor  on 
midsummer  day  according  to  the  deed  dated  1268. 

Thomas  Bartlot  and  Robert  Bertlot  are  recorded  in 
1273  as  landowners  in  Yorkshire,  and  they  may  well  have 
migrated  thither  with  Sir  Ralph  Stopham,  who  was  Sheriff 
of  Yorkshire  and  lived  at  Stopham.  So  also  might  Adam 
Bertlot  and  William  Bertelot  have  left  Stopham  for  Nor¬ 
folk,  where  they  held  land  in  “  Sropham  ”  and  Gylde- 
cross  in  1273.  Another  even  more  striking  coincidence 
was  the  migration  of  the  family  to  Dorset.  Sir  Ralph 
Stopham  acquired  Bryanston  in  that  county  on  his  mar¬ 
riage  to  the  heiress  of  Baron  Bryan  de  Insula,  and  in  1352 
Robert  Bartelot  lived  at  Stourpayne,  the  adjoining  parish 
to  Bryanston,  and  was  probably  the  same  Robert  Bartelot 
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who  sold  to  William  Arundel  and  Alice  his  wife  his  lands 
in  the  same  county,  namely,  a  messuage,  one  toft  and  one 
dovecote  in  Shaftesbury  for  20  marcs  of  silver.  From  that 
date  onward  we  find  members  bearing  our  surname  at 
Fordington  and  Dorchester  (Mayor  in  1450)  in  that 
county,  from  whom  may  be  traced  the  Bartletts  of  Framp- 
ton,  who  migrated  to  Pendomer  in  Somerset  before  1630, 
from  whom  descended  the  Bartletts  of  Hardington  Mande- 
vile,  baronets.  And,  it  is  virtually  certain  that  Richard 
Bartlett,  who  with  his  wife  Joane  and  their  family  migrated 
to  Newbury  in  New  England  in  the  year  1634,  was  of  this 
same  line.  The  said  Richard  was  baptized  at  Fordington 
on  July  17.  1592,  and  his  son  Richard  was  baptized  in 
the  adjoining  parish  of  Tincleton,  on  January  11,  1621/2, 
and  from  him  the  numerous  Bartletts  of  America  are 
descended. 

The  persistence  of  the  name  Adam  in  several  counties 
is  remarkable.  The  subsidy  tax  roll  for  the  year  1295 
shows  that  Adam  Bertelot  was  living  at  East  Preston, 
Sussex,  in  that  year  and  paid  xviijJ  in  tax,  and  the  later 
subsidies  carry  the  pedigree  down  to  Adam  Bartelot,

whose  son,  John  Bartelot,  M.P.,  inherited  the  whole 
parish  of  Stopham  on  his  marriage  with  Joan  de  Stopham, 
1379.  It  is  remarkable,  too,  that  the  name  Adam  per¬ 
sisted  in  Wiltshire  bearers  of  our  surname.  We  find 
Adam  Bartelot  in  a  list  of  Freeholders  of  Grovely  Forest 
in  the  parish  of  Wishford,  a.d.  1317.  He  was  probably 
son  of  William  Bartelot  of  Wishford,  who  was  on  a  jury 
there  in  1273.  They  must  have  been  of  the  Sussex  stock, 
for  in  the  year  1318  “  In  the  quindene  of  St.  Michaelmass 
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Adam  Bertelot  and  John  de  Reygate  [one  of  the  justices 
in  Eyre  of  Sussex]  sold  to  Gilbert  atte  Stone  and  Agnes 
his  wife  one  messuage  and  one  and  a  half  virgates  of  land 
in  Hoghemanton  [now  Homanton]  in  the  Parish  of  Mad- 
dington,  co.  Wilts”  (Pedes  Finium).  Again  we  find  on 
April  12,  1323,  Adam  Bartelot  serving  on  the  jury  at  the 
inquisition  after  the  death  of  Nicholas  de  Kyngeston  of 
West  Harnham,  adjoining  Salisbury,  and  another  Adam 
Bartelot  was  juror  nearly  thirty  years  later  (September  16, 
1 3 5  7 )  iJ1  a  sult  concerning  the  Kings  Mill  at  the  same 
place.  He  was  evidently  akin  to  Isabella  Bartelot  and 
her  son  William  who  held  land  in  Harnham  in  1438. 
Later  the  Bartlets  of  All  Cannings  and  Gonock,  co.  Wilts, 
were  registered  in  the  Heralds5  Visitation  of  Wilts,  1623, 
and  were  allowed  the  four  crescents  arms  of  Stopham. 

Clergy  bearing  our  surname  are  to  be  found  in  most 
of  the  southern  and  eastern  counties  previous  to  the 
Reformation.  Thomas  Bartelot  was  Prior  of  Horsham 
in  1389.  Robert  Bartelot  was  Rector  of  Tor  ting  ton, 
Sussex,  1407.  John  Bertelot,  who  was  Rector  of  Pound, 
co.  Lincoln,  1 377-1407,  is  commemorated  by  this  inscrip¬ 
tion  on  the  handsome  font  which  he  gave  to  his  Church  : 

Ci  ORATE  PRO  ANIMA  DOMINI  JOHANNIS  BERTELOT  REG  FORTS 
EGGLESIAE  DE  ROUND  QUI  FECIT  FIERI  HUNG  FONT  EM 

baptis.mi.”  On  the  font  is  carved  the  Bartelot  shield 
with  the  three  left-hand  gloves. 

Another  clerical  member  of  the  family  was  “  Master 
Laurence  Bertlott  ”,  Rector  of  Aston,  co.  Herts,  and 
registrar  and  legal  official  to  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  1465. 
In  his  will  dated  July  i,  1470,  he  gave  legacies  to  St. 
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Andrew’s,  Hitchin,  to  Wymondley  Priory  and  St.  Mary 
Overies,  Southwark,  and  he  was  buried  in  St.  Dunstan’s 
in  the  West,  under  a  handsome  tomb  which,  according 
to  his  will,  was  to  be  inscribed  with  the  words  “  pray 

FOR  YE  SOWLES  OF  LAURENCE  BERTLOTT  AND  HIS  FADERE 
AND  HIS  MODERE  AND  FOR  MASTER  RICHARD  PETWORTH 

and  for  all  crystin  sowles  ”,  and  so  on.  Master 
Richard  Petworth  was  the  Priest  of  St.  Magdalen,  South¬ 
wark,  who  mentions  his  birthplace  Petworth  (the  next 
but  one  place  to  Stopham)  in  his  will  dated  1458,  and 
his  original  surname  was  Bartelot,  but  after  the  custom 
of  those  days  he  took  his  birthplace  as  his  surname  on 
being  made  a  priest.  So  both  Laurence  and  his  brother  (?) 
Richard  must  have  been  descended  from  the  Stophams 
family. 


MEMBERS  OF  PARLIAMENT 

Many  of  the  family  have  been  Members  of  Parlia¬ 
ment.  Simon  Bertelot  was  elected  Member  for  Canter¬ 
bury  on  May  28,  1298,  and  continued  to  represent  that 
city  for  twenty-two  years.  The  city,  however,  omitted  to 
pay  him,  for  Members  of  Parliament  were  even  then  paid 
for  their  services,  so  the  King  made  the  following  order  : 
“  To  the  Mayor  and  bailiffs  of  Canterbury.  Ye  shall  pay 
Simon  Bartelot  burgess  of  your  city  for  attending  Parlia¬ 
ment  at  Westminster  in  the  octave  of  St.  Michael  1320.” 
Robert  Bartelot  succeeded  as  M.P.  for  Canterbury  on 
October  12,  1322.  John  Bartelot  was  M.P.  for  Liskeard 
in  1382  and  was  probably  identical  with  John  Bartelot, 
the  squire  of  Stopham  who  was  elected  M.P.  for  the

Sussex  Cinque  Ports  on  January  20,  1392.  He  was  a 
lawyer  and  managed  the  estates  of  the  Earls  of  Arundel, 
being,  as  his  tomb  (1429)  says,  “  Treasurer  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  of  Arundel  He  was  also  executor  to  the  eleventh 
Earl  of  Arundel  in  1415.  He  died  on  the  6th  of  February 
1428/9  and  is  commemorated  by  a  brass  tomb  portraying 
his  effigy  in  a  fur-lined  legal  long  coat,  full  sleeves,  waist- 
belt  buckled,  hose,  and  pointed  shoes  fastened  across  the 
instep.  His  head  is  not  the  original,  but  was  made  in 
1616.  His  wife  has  a  long  dress,  high  waist,  fur  cuffs 
turned  back,  necklet,  a  belt  and  horned  headdress,  with 
a  small  dog  resting  in  the  folds  of  her  dress. 

All  the  brasses  of  the  Barttelots  in  Stopham  Church 
have  been  described  and  illustrated  in  the  80th  volume 
of  the  Sussex  Archaeological  Society  by  Mrs.  Davidson 
Houston,  so  that  I  need  only  say  that  John  Bartelot  of 
the  next  generation  was  M.P.  for  Sussex  in  1435.  He 
was  steward  and  legal  adviser  to  the  Earls  of  Arundell 
after  his  father’s  death,  and  in  his  younger  days  went  to 
France  in  the  Army  and  fought  at  Agincourt  on  the  25th 
of  October  1415,  so  he  is  in  full  armour  on  his  tomb, 
1453.  His  wife  was  the  heiress  of  the  Lewknor  family 
and  a  probable  distant  relation  of  his  may  be  the  ancestor 
of  the  numerous  family  of  Oxford  Bartletts,  for  Feudal 
Aids ,  IV,  records  that  in  1428  “  William  Bartholet  held  a 
moiety  of  tenements  and  land  in  Shirburn,  co.  Oxon, 
which  lately  were  John  Lewknors  ”. 

Another  Sussex  M.P.  was  a  son  of  the  hero  of  Agin¬ 
court,  namely,  Thomas  Bartelot  of  Oakhurst,  M.P.  for 
Midhurst  in  1449  ;  and  later  Sussex  M.P.s  of  the  name, 
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Walter  Barttelot,  M.P.  for  Bramber  1635,  and  Sir  Walter 
the  first  Baronet  (M.P.  for  thirty-three  years)  will  be 
found  in  the  pedigree  of  the  family.  Later  M.P.s  were 
Sir  Ellis  Ashmead  Bartlett,  who  represented  Sheffield, 
1885,  and  his  brother,  William,  M.P.  for  Westminster. 
My  own  nephew  and  godson,  Vernon  Bartlett,  is  now 
sitting  member  for  Bridgwater. 

THE  BARTTELOTS  OF  STOPHAM 

Suffice  it  to  say  the  Stopham  estate  has  passed  from 
father  to  son  from  1379  to  the  present  day,  and  all  their 
tombs  are  in  Stopham  Church.  Once  there  was  almost 
a  break  in  the  descent,  for  when  John  Bartelot  died  in 
1525  he  left  the  estate  to  his  widow  for  life,  and  after  her 
death  it  was  to  pass  to  his  nephew  William.  The  widow 
remarried  and  on  her  death  her  father,  Sir  John  Dawtry, 
seized  the  estate.  The  nephew  was  then  in  the  service 
of  Lord  Cromwell,  Earl  of  Essex  and  Lord  Privy  Seal, 
and  a  letter  from  so  high  a  government  official  soon  made 
Sir  John  disgorge,  as  is  shown  by  his  apologetic  letter  to 
that  official  dated  from  Petworth  on  March  10,  1 540/1. 

This  squire,  William  Bartelot,  lived  to  the  age  of  97 
and  died  in  1601.  His  great  grandson  Walter,  M.P.  for 
Bramber,  had  no  son,  but  had  married  his  second  daughter 
to  his  cousin  Henry,  and  so  the  name  went  on  in  their 
issue.  Henry’s  son  was  Walter  the  Second,  and  to  him 
have  succeeded  four  more  Walters  one  after  the  other, 
then  George,  and  after  him  four  more  baronet  Walters 
down  to  the  present  Colonel  Sir  Walter  De  Stopham 
Barttelot,  whose  baby  son  Brian  Walter  de  Stopham  bids 
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fair  to  carry  on  the  line  in  happy  days  when  the  war  is 
over  and  peace  reigns  again. 

THE  BARTELOTS  OF  ERNLEY 

The  only  other  branch  of  the  stem  of  John  Bartelot 
of  Stopham,  1379,  is  the  line  of  the  Bartelots  of  Ernley, 
co.  Sussex,  sprung  from  Edward  Bartelot,  the  grandson  of 
the  Lewknor  marriage  to  the  hero  of  Agincourt.  Edward, 
born  c.  1448,  was  a  counsellor-at-law  of  Gray’s  Inn  and 
a  judge,  or  “  commissioner  of  oyer  and  terminer  ”.  He 
amassed  an  enormous  fortune  in  land,  having  bought  the 
manor  of  Ernley  and  nearly  the  whole  of  the  Selsey 
peninsula  from  the  family  of  Lord  Chief  Justice  Sir  John 
Ernley.  He  died  before  he  was  fifty,  leaving  two  sons, 
John  and  Edward,  both  under  age  in  1496.  How  his 
estates  slipped  out  of  the  hands  of  his  descendants  is  a 
mystery,  but  when  the  fourth  Edward  Bartelot  entered  his 
pedigree  in  the  Heralds’  Visitation  of  1584  he  had  sold 
Ernley  Manor  and  all  his  other  lands  except  the  moated 
manor  house  of  Redlands  in  West  Wittering,  and  on  his 
death  in  1591  his  two  sons,  Thomas  and  John,  and  daugh¬ 
ter,  Joan,  migrated  to  Wiltshire  and  acquired  land  under 
their  cousins  the  Ernleys.  Thomas  married  in  Salisbury 
Cathedral  in  1593  Elizabeth  Sparchford,  a  kinswoman  of 
Lord  Gorges  of  Longford  Castle,  and  their  son  Thomas, 
baptized  in  that  Cathedral  the  next  year,  heads  the  pedi¬ 
gree  in  Heralds’  College  recorded  in  1791  by  my  own 
great-great-grandfather. 

A  word  must  be  said  concerning  other  branches  of 
the  family  whose  definite  descent  from  the  Bartelots  of

Stopham  has  not  been  established,  though  some  of  them 
are  linked  to  the  main  line  in  the  printed  pedigrees  of  the 
Barttelots  of  Sussex. 

THE  WORCESTERSHIRE  BARTELOTS 

The  Worcester  Bartelots  lived  at  Castle  Morton,  near 
Malvern,  from  the  year  1400  until  1744.  Hugh  Bartelot 
is  the  first  I  can  trace  at  Upton-on-Severn,  near  Castle 
Morton,  who  in  the  year  1399  was  juror  at  the  Inquisi¬ 
tion  held  there  after  the  death  of  Thomas  Mowbray,  Duke 
of  Norfolk,  great-grandson  of  King  Edward  the  First. 
Thomas  Bartlot,  who  heads  the  Heralds’  College  pedigree, 
died  in  1433.  His  great-grandson,  Dr.  Richard  Bartlett, 
M.D.,  born  in  1471,  was  Fellow  of  All  Souls’,  Oxford, 
President  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  chief 
physician  to  King  Henry  the  Eighth.  He  accumulated 
confiscated  Abbey  estates  at  Saintbury,  co.  Gloucester, 
late  the  property  of  Evesham  Abbey,  at  Longdon  and 
Buckden,  late  the  lands  of  Malvern  Priory,  also  at  Guddes- 
don  and  Denton,  co.  Oxford,  and  East  Compton,  co. 
Berks,  besides  London  property  at  Kentish  Town,  Edg- 
ware  and  Great  St.  Bartholomew’s,  Smithfield.  Machyn’s 
diary  describes  his  funeral  thus  :  tc  The  xxij  day  of  January 
1 557  was  bered  Docthur  Bartelett,  fessyssyon  at  Blake 
Frers,  at  Saint  Barthellmew  in  Smythfeld  with  a  dosen  of 
Scochyons  of  Armes  and  ij  whytt  branchys  and  ij  torchys 
and  iiij  gret  tapurs.” 

The  £C  dosen  of  Scochyons  of  Armes  ”  used  at  Dr. 
Bartlett’s  funeral  must  have  borne  the  four  crescents  coat 
of  the  De  Stophams  which  the  heralds  registered  as  the 
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arms  of  the  Castle  Morton  Bartletts.  Dr.  Richard  left  his 
manor  of  Castle  Morton  and  other  estates  between  his 
three  nephews,  Thomas,  Richard  and  John.  Thomas  left 
no  descendants.  Richard’s  son  Henry  was  father  to  Sir 
Thomas  Bartlett,  carver  in  ordinary  to  Queen  Anne,  the 
wife  of  James  the  First,  which  Sir  Thomas  squandered 
£40,000  in  trying  to  monopolize  the  whole  trade  of  Eng¬ 
land  in  the  making  of  wire,  pins  and  other  useful  or 
ornamental  items.  All  his  descendants  are  extinct  ;  but 
his  uncle  Thomas  inherited  Castle  Morton,  where  he  was 
succeeded  by  his  son  Rowland  Bartlett,  the  father  of  Basil, 
whose  son  Rowland  had  eight  sons  and  five  daughters 
who  all  died  without  issue.  They  were  ardent  Roman 
Catholics,  and  Rowland’s  seventh  son,  Felix  Joseph,  a 
Roman  Bishop,  sold  Castle  Morton  to  Lord  Petre  in  1744 
and  died  in  1774,  the  last  of  his  race. 

THE  WARWICKSHIRE  BARTELOTS 

There  were  Bartelots  settled  In  Warwickshire  as  early 
as  1315,  when  “Thomas  de  Bartelote  ”  was  Vicar  of 
Bishopston  in  Stratford-on-Avon.  In  1337  “  Walter 
Bartilot  ”  owned  a  tenement  in  Bridge  Street,  Stratford- 
on-Avon.  Flis  son,  Richard  Bartelot,  obtained  a  grant  of 
land  in  Welford,  near  Stratford,  dated  Maundy  Thursday, 
1364  (Close  Rolls,  xij.  161).  He  left  a  son  Richard,  who 
held  lands  in  Welford  from  the  Prior  of  Alcester  and  whose 
widow  Margaret  in  143B  was  admitted  to  the  Guild  of 
Holy  Cross  in  Stratford-on-Avon  and  gave  four  “  spoones 
of  silver  ”  for  them  to  pray  for  the  soul  of  her  deceased 
husband.  Her  son,  Richard  Bartelot,  held  the  Welford 
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estate  in  1440  from  the  Prior  of  Alcester  [Lansdowne  MSS. 
578],  from  whom  descended  Christopher  Bartlett,  born  in 
1490,  who  owned  Bickmarsh  Hall  and  12  yardlands  there, 
and  a  house  and  yardland  in  Barton  in  Bidford,  Warwick. 
He  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Thomas,  who  died  in  1595 
and  left  a  son  Anthony,  born  in  1543,  as  is  shown  by  a

Chancery  suit  dated  31  May  1594  c.  —  ,  and 
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on 


his 


death,  his  son  Edmund,  having  predeceased  him,  Bick¬ 
marsh  Hall  came  to  his  grandson  Anthony,  born  in  1584, 
whose  mother  was  Elinor,  daughter  of  Richard  Mence  of 
Tardebigge,  co.  Worcester.  This  Anthony  was  buried  at 
Tardebigge  on  February  28,  1635  6,  and  a  note  in  the 
register  describes  him  as  a  relative  of  Sir  Edward  Marrow 
of  Berkshill,  Coventry.  The  Register  also  records  the 
burial  of  “  The  Right  Honourable  Sir  Edward  Marrow 
12  July  1631  ”.  From  that  date  until  1824  the  family 
were  landowners  in  Tardebigge,  sometimes  spelt  Bartlets 
or  Bartles  and  later  Bartleet,  and  from  them  descend  the 
well-known  family  of  Bartleet  of  Redditch  and  Edgbaston, 
represented  by  the  Venerable  E.  B.  Bartleet,  D.D.,  Arch¬ 
deacon  of  Ludlow  ;  the  Rev.  Canon  S.  E.  Bartleet  of 
Gloucester,  a  noted  antiquary  ;  and  the  Rev.  Hubert 
H.  M.  Bartleet,  Vicar  of  Great  Malvern.  Reverting  to 
Anthony  Bartlett  of  Welford,  who  died  1624,  his  second 
son  settled  at  Evenlode,  and  from  him  the  Bartletts  of 
Chastleton  and  Stow-on-the-Wold  have  a  direct  descent 
from  the  year  1337. 
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THE  DEVON  BRANCH 

The  Bartlett  family  of  Compton,  Marldon  and  $t. 
Mary  Church  in  the  county  of  Devon  were  granted  on 
July  20,  1880,  by  the  Heralds  the  right  to  bear  the  arms  of 
the  Stopham  family  with  an  addition  so  that  it  is  blazoned 
thus  :  “  Quarterly  argent  and  gules  jive  lozenges  conjoined  in 
fesse  between  four  crescents  all  counterchange d. 5  9  Their  pedigree 
and  royal  descent  is  given  in  full  in  Canon  Brownlow’s 
History  of  St.  Mary  Church  (Plymouth,  1886).  Five  lozenges 
in  fesse  were  used  by  early  Bartelots  of  Devon. 

The  Bartletts  of  Branscombe,  Devon,  were  settled 
there  as  early  as  1465  when  Robert  Bartelot  was  feoffee 
of  a  messuage  and  lands  in  “  Brangcwm  ”,  Devon,  in  the 
fifth  year  of  Edward  the  Fourth  (Early  Chancery  Suits). 
Ellis  Bartlett  bought  the  Holcombe  estate  there  in  1579 
and  his  male  descendants  ended  with  Ellis  Bartlett,  chief 
mate  of  the  East  Indiaman  Asia ,  who  died  on  November  1, 
1 785,  aged  35.  The  church  contains  many  Bartlett  tombs, 
all  bearing  the  arms  granted  to  them  on  March  12,  1661  : 
“  Argent  a  fesse  between  three  cinquefoils  sable  ”.  The  Bart¬ 
letts  of  Rousdon  also  came  from  Branscombe.  Other 
Devon  families  of  the  name  lived  at  Brixham,  Exeter, 
Bideford  and  Kenton,  probably  descended  from  Reginald 
Bartelot,  who  was  M.P.  for  Barnstaple  in  1441.  Sir 
Henry  F.  Bartlett,  who  was  knighted  in  191 1,  was 
descended  from  the  Ermington  and  Modbury  Bartletts. 

THE  CORNISH  BARTELOTS 

The  earliest  of  the  family  in  Cornwall,  John  Bartelot, 
M.P.  for  Liskeard  in  1382,  and  John  Bartolet,  who  in 
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i486  sued  Thomas  Wroth  concerning  a  house  and  land 
in  Morwenstow.  In  1533  Richard  Bartelot  leased  a  house 
and  land  in  St.  Dominick’s,  Callington,  from  John  Drake 
of  Lymerton  (Chancery). 


THE  LONDON  BRANCHES 

Important  members  of  the  family  lived  in  London  in 
early  times.  In  1306  Richard  Bartelot  was  a  freeman  of 
the  Plummers’  Company.  In  1351  John  Bartelot  appren¬ 
ticed  John  Athelyne  to  Ralph  de  Greneford,  citizen  and 
goldsmith  of  London,  for  nine  years.  Simon  Bartelot  was 
a  wealthy  mercer  of  London  who  lent  money  to  King 
Henry  the  Fifth  in  1419.  He  married  Johana  Parker  and 
made  his  will  on  October  27,  1427,  by  which  he  desired 
to  be  buried  in  St.  Laurence’s,  Jewry,  where  he  founded 
the  Bartelot  Chantry,  and  his  tomb  was  in  that  chantry 
until  the  Great  Fire  of  London.  Thomas  Bartelot, 
“  Squire  ”,  made  his  will  dated  August  10th,  1490,  desir¬ 
ing  to  be  buried  in  St.  Mary’s,  Lambeth,  before  the  high 
altar.  His  widow  Katherine,  sister  to  Thomas  Cape, 
citizen  of  London,  made  her  will  on  May  24,  1494,  and 
was  buried  in  the  same  church. 

The  most  noted  of  the  London  members  of  the 
family  was  Thomas  Barthelett,  alderman,  and  citizen  and 
stationer.  Governor  of  Christ’s  Hospital  and  printer  to 
Henry  the  Eighth.  He  lived  at  the  sign  of  “  Lucretia 
Romana  ”  by  the  conduit  in  Fleet  Street.  He  printed 
very  many  books,  including  the  first  Prayer-book  of  1549. 
The  Heralds  granted  him  an  interesting  coat  of  arms 
dated  September  1,  1530,  namely.  Azure  on  a  chevron  flory 
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counterflory  argent  between  3  doves  of  the  last  colour  as  many 
trefoils  vert,  with  a  crest  of  two  serpents  or  dragons.  His 
first  wife  was  Agnes  Langwyth,  widow  (licence  dated 
August  1524).  She  had  no  children.  When  nearly  sixty 
he  remarried  to  Margery,  daughter  of  John  Wilkes,  by 
whom  he  left  at  his  death  two  sons,  Edward,  born  August 
1552,  who  lived  at  Attleborough  Park,  Norfolk,  and  died  in 
1605,  leaving  sons  named  Richard,  Thomas,  Edward  and 
the  Rev.  Anthony,  Rector  of  Shenheld,  1623.  Anthony 
Barthelot,  the  younger  son  of  the  King’s  Printer,  was  only 
one  year  old  at  his  father’s  death  and  he  owned  “  Bart¬ 
lett’s  Buildings  ”  and  houses  in  St.  Andrew’s,  Holborn. 
His  only  son  John,  born  in  1574  and  educated  at  St. 
John’s  College,  Oxford,  was  probably  the  ancestor  of  the 
Bartletts  of  Brackley,  co.  Northants,  represented  by 
Edward  Noel  Napier  Bartlett  of  Peverel  Court,  Bucks, 
and  Canon  William  Bartlett,  Vicar  of  St.  Barnabas,  Sutton, 
and  Rector  of  Helmdon,  near  Brackley.  This  Brackley 
family  used  the  same  arms  as  those  granted  to  the  King’s 
Printer.  Machyn’s  diary  gives  us  an  interesting  account 
of  the  great  printer’s  funeral  : 

“  J555  Sept.  29th  was  bered  Master  Barthelett, 
Sqwyre,  and  printer  unto  King  Henry  and  was  bered 
with  pennon  and  coat  armur  and  iiij  dosen  of  scochyons 
and  ij  whytt  branchys  and  iiij  gyld  candyll  stykes  and 
many  prestes  and  clarkes  and  many  morners  and  all  the 
craftes  of  prynters  boksellers  and  all  stassyoners,  etc.  etc.” 

Another  Bartlett  of  London  was  Richard,  grandson 
of  Thomas  Bartlett  of  Bosbury,  Hereford,  whom  Dr. 
Richard  Bartlett  mentions  in  his  will  of  1558.  He  desired 
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a  spectacular  funeral.  He  says  in  his  will  dated  1654  : 
“  I  will  that  there  be  fastened  to  the  hearse  at  my  funeral 
at  St.  Andrew  Hubbard  six  scutcheons  of  the  Arms  of  the 
Family  of  Bartlett.”  But  human  nature  is  very  contrary, 
for  Mrs.  Anne  Bartlett,  widow  of  Ellis  Bartlett  of  Brans- 
combe,  Devon,  in  her  will  of  1653  says  :  “  I  charge  that 
noe  black  be  worne  for  me  nor  noe  scutchings  bought 

THE  BERKSHIRE  BRANCH 

A  branch  of  the  family  flourished  in  Berkshire  as 
early  as  1341  when  Henry  Bartelot  owned  land  at  Cumnor, 
near  Abingdon  (Inquis.  Nonarum).  In  1442  Richard 
Bartelot  of  Stanford  Dingley  was  appointed  collector  of 
the  King’s  taxes  for  the  County  of  Berks  (Fine  Rolls, 
Vol.  17).  William  Bertlett,  of  Appleford  and  Sutton 
Courtney,  made  his  will  on  January  4,  1500,  and  from 
him  descended  a  prominent  family  in  that  neighbourhood, 
ending  in  William  Bartle  tt  of  Sutton  Courtney  of  All  Souls’ 
College,  Oxford,  who  died  in  1682.  The  wills  of  this 
family  are  sealed  with  a  shield  bearing  the  three  Charle¬ 
magne  eagles  and  an  eagle’s  head  crest.  When  in  1665 
the  Heralds  held  a  visitation  they  summoned  William  to 
attend  and  prove  his  arms.  Apparently  he  saved  himself 
the  expense  so  many  incurred  in  those  days  who  used 
traditional  coats  of  arms  dating  from  long  before  the 
Heralds’  College  existed. 

John  Bartelot  of  Finehampstead,  co.  Berks,  flourished 
in  1505  (Chancery,  319/55).  His  son  of  the  same  name 
owned  North  Court  in  that  parish  and  died  before  1530, 
leaving  three  sons,  William  his  heir,  Thomas  of  the  Hatches 
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in  Finchampstead,  and  John,  who  was  of  Westminster, 
“  yeoman  of  the  confectionaire  55  to  Queen  Elizabeth,  who 
by  his  will  dated  February  7,  1581,  entailed  his  estate 
called  “  Lather’s  abutting  upon  the  Fower  Oke  in  Finch¬ 
ampstead  ”  on  his  four  sons,  John,  Anthony,  Sebastian 
and  Humphrey. 

The  Bartletts  of  Reading,  Newbury  and  Bracknell 
carried  on  the  line,  see  Hearne,  viii,  213,  who  says  under 
date  of  September  xi,  1720  :  “  Captain  John  Bartlett  of 
the  marines,  a  halfpay  officer,  has  built  a  pretty  small 
seat  there.”  He  was  the  friend  of  John  Bridges,  Esq., 
F.R.S.,  of  Lincoln’s  Inn  :  and  in  his  will  of  1738  men¬ 
tions  his  brothers  Richard  and  William  and  his  sister, 
Elizabeth  Bull,  and  half  sister,  Mary  Kelland. 

THE  OXFORDSHIRE  BARTELOTS 

The  Oxfordshire  Bartelots  date  back  to  1273,  when 
William  Bartelot  held  land  at  Mixbury  under  the  Abbey 
of  Ouseney,  and  Thomas  Bartelot  held  half  a  virgate  at 
Kirtlington  for  which  he  paid  x  3  pennies  per  annum 
(Hundred  Roll).  In  1440  Thomas  Bartelot  of  Claye  was 
appointed  tax  collector  for  Oxford  County.  Richard 
Bertelot  of  Oxford  City,  goldsmith,  was  sued  in  i486  by 
Sir  Richard  Roos  for  taking  his  plate  from  St.  Andrew’s, 
Baynard  Castle.  As  early  as  1440  Richard  Bartelot  of 
Henley-on-Thames  had  a  royal  pardon  (Patent  Roll 
H.  6.  3.  329).  Alice  Bartelet  of  Henley  made  her  will  on 
January  15,  1530,  and  Simon  Bartlett,  gent.,  of  the  same 
place  made  his  will  on  March  10,  1608.  The  name 
Simon  was  very  popular  in  this  family,  and  the  Rev. 
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Thomas  Bartlett,  M.A.,  Rector  successively  of  Luton 
Kingston,  St.  Mildred’s,  Canterbury,  Chevening  and 
Burton  Latimer,  who  was  born  at  Henley  in  1789,  wrote  : 
“  The  names  of  my  family  have  for  many  generations 
been  Simon  or  Thomas.  My  father  had  an  elder  brother 
Simon.  His  father  Simon  was  born  1663  and  his  grand¬ 
father  Simon  was  born  1593.”  This  family  is  now  repre¬ 
sented  by  the  Rev.  Donald  Mackenzie  Maitland  Bartlett, 
born  August  25,  1873. 

Robert  Bartlett  of  Reading,  solicitor,  born  at  Henley 
on  February  4,  1790,  married  Mary  Burling  of  Chiswick, 
and  their  son,  Alfred  Burling  Bartlett,  solicitor,  was  the 
father  of  the  Rev.  Frederick  Arthur  Bartlett,  M.A.,  Vicar 
of  St.  Michael’s,  Liverpool,  whose  sons  were  Arthur 
Edmondson,  born  on  November  21,  1891,  and  Alfred 
Gordon,  born  on  September  12,  1895. 

Another  numerous  family  of  the  name  was  settled 
at  Watlington  and  Chalgrove  in  Oxfordshire.  In  1428 
William  Barthelot  de  Clayor  held  a  moiety  of  ten  tene¬ 
ments  and  lands  in  Shirburn,  near  Watlington.  From 
Thomas  Bartlett  of  Watlington,  whose  will  is  dated  Sep¬ 
tember  15,  1563,  and  whose  sons  were  Roger  and  Symon, 
the  pedigree  is  carried  down  to  the  Rev.  Deane  Bartlett, 
Vicar  of  Waltham  St.  Laurence  in  1703,  and  to  Thomas 
Bartlett  of  St.  Margaret’s,  Westminster,  baptized  on  May 
31,  1767,  at  Chalgrove,  whose  grandson,  the  Rev.  Charles 
Blakesley  Bartlett  of  Brighton,  was  the  father  of  Charles 
Lastly  Bartlett,  born  on  March  29, 1875,  Walter  Henry,  born 
on  May  29,  1878,  Joseph  Frederick,  born  on  September  1, 
1884,  and  John  Alfred,  born  on  October  16,  1888. 
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Richard  Bartlett  of  Merton,  co.  Oxon,  was  the  son 
of  William  Bartlett  of  Fencott,  an  adjoining  hamlet  in 
Charlton  on  Otmoor.  He  married  Hester  Symonds  of 
Pershore  in  1668  and  left  at  his  death  on  March  22,  1685, 
three  sons,  Richard,  William  and  John.  Their  tombs  are 
in  Merton  Church.  William,  who  died  on  July  27,  1717, 
bequeathed  his  estate,  called  Kings  in  Merton,  to  his  son 
John  :  his  other  sons  were  William,  Thomas  and  Richard, 
of  whom  William,  it  is  recorded,  “  This  church  was  beau¬ 
tified  Anno  Dom  1718  by  William  Bartlett  and  John 
Preston  Churchwardens.” 

Other  Bartletts  lived  in  Oxon  at  Wroxton  (1565), 
Warborough  (1613),  Bampton  (1559),  and  also  at  Stoke 
Talmage.  John  Bartlett,  the  astronomer,  was  born  at 
Stoke  Talmage  on  August  22,  1721.  Lord  Macclesfield 
in  1775  appointed  him  his  observer  at  his  Observatory 
at  Shirburn  Castle. 

But  the  strangest  name  connected  with  the  Oxford 
Bartletts  occurs  at  Astell  in  1537,  when  John  Bartholet 
alias  Startuppe  made  his  will,  and  from  him  and  his 
brother  Humphry  descended  a  long  line  with  this  double 
surname.  Eight  generations  of  them  lie  buried  beneath 
Bampton  Church,  the  latest  tomb  being  dated  1831. 
“  Startup  ”  is  the  ancient  word  for  a  “  top  boot  ”,  and 
after  1650  they  discarded  this  alias  nickname  and  spelt 
their  surname  “  Bartlett  ”.  They  owned  farms  in  Lew 
and  in  Aston  in  Bampton  parish,  where  Thomas  Bartlett 
was  churchwarden  in  1741. 
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THE  PEMBROKESHIRE  BRANCH 

The  county  of  Pembroke  had  residents  of  our  sur¬ 
name  in  early  days.  In  1346  was  born  John,  son  of  Henry 
and  Welthiana  Bertlote,  who  held  lands  at  West  Williams- 
ton,  co.  Pembroke,  under  John  Carew,  Esq.,  of  Carew 
Castle.  The  inquisition  held  on  August  22,  1367,  shows 
that  Welthiana,  then  a  widow,  died  the  Monday  after 
Midsummer,  36  Edward  III  (June  27,  1362),  and  her 
heir  was  her  son,  John  Bertlote,  who  came  of  age  in  1367. 
From  him  descended  John  Bartlett  of  Pembroke,  who  died 
on  May  27,  1629,  whose  son  and  heir,  David,  was  then 
aged  15.  Another  descendant  was  Thomas  Bartlett  of 
Sageston  in  the  parish  of  Carew,  co.  Pembroke,  who 
brought  a  suit  in  Chancery  in  1635  to  recover  his  title 
deeds  from  Hugh  Hellin  of  Milton  in  Carew,  which  parch¬ 
ments  Thomas,  when  twelve  years  previously  he  had  made 
a  journey  of  a  hundred  miles  to  appear  before  the  Council 
of  the  Welsh  Marches,  had  entrusted  to  Hugh,  whose 
sister  Anne  was  the  wife  of  Edward  Bartlett,  son  and  heir 
of  the  said  Thomas.  Later  Bartletts  lived  at  Cresselly, 
co.  Pembroke,  of  whom  the  heiress,  Joan  Bartlett,  married 
in  1730  John  Allen  Cresselly,  Esq.,  of  Cresselly,  High 
Sheriff  of  Pembroke,  and  their  son  John  Bartlet  Cresselly, 
born  in  1733,  died  in  1803. 

THE  SOMERSET  BRANCHES 

Somerset  county  had  several  of  the  family  resident  at 
Bridgwater.  In  1342  John  Bertilot  sold  his  stall  in  High 
Street,  Bridgwater.  His  son  John  and  his  wife  Cicely 

purchased  “  Crawpulle  in  East  Chilton  on  August  13, 
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1364,  to  be  held  by  petty  sergeantry,  namely,  by  the  rent 
of  one  red  rose  annually  on  the  Feast  of  St.  John  the 
Baptist55.  He  was  succeeded  by  Roger  (1366),  Robert 
(1403),  Roger  (1416)  and  John,  who  died  in  1470,  whose 
son,  John  Bartelot  of  East  Chilton,  was  accidentally  killed 
by  John  Trivet  at  Wembdon  on  April  22,  15173  and  was 
the  last  of  that  family. 

Other  Bartelots  held  lands  at  Stogursey,  Somerset, 
where  “John  Bertie  tt 55  was  in  1497  fined  xxs  for  giving 
food  to  the  rebel  army  of  Perkin  Warbeck.  His  descen¬ 
dants  lived  there  until  1750.  From  Stogursey  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  family  spread  to  Broomfield,  Wembdon,  Lil- 
stock,  Kilve  and  Dunster.  Nicholas,  son  of  Nicholas 
Bartlett  of  Dunster,  was,  like  so  many  of  the  family, 
serving  in  the  Navy.  Pepys  in  his  diary  (I.  38)  says  : 

“  1659,  Jan.  31.  In  the  morning  I  fell  to  my  lute 
till  9  o’clock.  Then  to  my  lord’s  lodgings.  Here  I  met 
with  Nich.  Bartlet  one  that  had  been  a  servant  of  my 
lord’s  at  sea,  and  at  Harpers  gave  him  his  morning 
draught.” 

In  Queen  Elizabeth’s  reign  a  family  of  the  name  in 
Somerset  held  land  at  Gorton  Denham  in  chief  of  the 
Queen.  Margaret  Bartlett,  widow,  paid  subsidy  tax  there 
in  1558.  John  Bartlett  died  there  in  1571.  Fifth  in 
descent  from  him  was  John  Bartlett,  Mayor  and  alderman 
of  Bristol  in  1743,  whose  grandson  was  the  Rev.  William 
Bartlett,  Rector  of  Newark  (died  1835),  father  of  Dr. 
Symeon  Taylor  Bartlett,  Rector  of  Everleigh  and  Chaplain 
to  the  Earl  of  Downe. 

In  the  churchyard  of  Corton  Denham  on  a  large 
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table  tomb  of  John  Bartlett  (1659),  a  finely  sculptured 
coat  of  arms  gives  the  four  crescents  coat  of  the  Stopham 
family  (see  illustration). 

From  the  Gorton  Denham  Bartletts  were  descended 
also  Dr.  John  Bartlett,  M.D.,  of  Sherborne,  whose  tomb 
(1703)  in  the  Abbey  Church  there  bears  the  four  crescents 
coat  of  arms.  Another  descendant  was  Robert  Bartlett 
of  Over  Compton,  a  celebrated  nonconformist  preacher 
(died  1710),  whose  grandchildren  returned  to  the  Anglican 
Church  and  gave  Wisborough  Green,  Sussex,  a  literary 
Vicar  in  the  person  of  the  Rev.  William  Abraham  Bartlett 
(born  1833),  and  another  of  the  family  was  the  Somerset 
poet,  Captain  John  Allen  Bartlett,  whose  brother,  the 
Rev.  Alfred  James  Bartlett  of  Oriel  College,  Oxford,  is 
the  Rector  of  Marston  Magna,  Somerset. 

In  1497  Mathew  Bardot  of  Staplegrove,  adjoining  to 
Taunton,  was  fined  for  feeding  the  Perkin  Warbeck 
rebels.  His  son  John,  also  of  Staplegrove,  made  his  will 
April  16,  1532,  appointing  his  son  Thomas  his  executor. 
This  Thomas  in  1 548  held  land  under  the  Bishop  of 
Winchester’s  manor  of  Taunton  St.  Mary.  He  made  his 
will  April  11,  1577,  leaving  sons  named  John  and  Thomas, 
the  latter  having  three  children  living  at  their  grand¬ 
father’s  death.  Of  this  family  was  John  Bartlett  (born 
1747),  who  settled  at  Langport,  and  from  whose  son, 
Dr.  William  Bartlett  of  Burbage,  are  descended  the 
Bartletts  of  Sidcup,  Farmborough,  Connaught  Square, 
and  Nyasaland. 
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THE  YORKSHIRE  BRANCH 

In  the  north  of  England  our  surname  is  rare.  Benja¬ 
min  Bartlett,  F.S.A.,  of  London,  the  celebrated  numis¬ 
matist  and  topographer,  was  born  at  Bradford,  Yorkshire, 
the  son  of  Benjamin,  and  the  grandson  of  Joshua  Bartlett. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends  and  wrote  a 
book  on  the  Episcopal  coins  of  Durham  and  the  monastic 
coins  of  Reading.  Elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Society  of 
Antiquaries  in  1764,  he  helped  Nash  in  writing  his  History 
of  Worcestershire.  His  wife  was  Martha,  daughter  of 
Dr.  Heathcote,  and  their  only  son,  Benjamin  Newton 
Bartlett,  died  unmarried  in  1787,  the  same  year  as  his 
father. 

THE  SCOTTISH  BARTLETS 

In  Scotland  a  family  of  our  name  flourished  at  Afforsk 
in  the  parish  of  Gamrie,  co.  Banff,  and  used  the  three- 
gloves  shield  of  the  Bartletts  with  the  swan  crest. 

Possibly  they  were  descended  from  Patrick  Barclay 
de  Tolly,  whose  tomb  (1547)  is  in  Gamrie  Church.  James 
Bartlet  was  Provost  of  Banff  in  1750,  his  daughter  Jane 
married  Sir  William  Dunbar,  Bart.,  and  his  son  Patrick 
was  a  doctor  in  London,  whose  great-nephew,  Dr.  James 
Bartlet,  was  a  surgeon  in  the  army  at  Waterloo  and  was 
the  father  of  Canon  James  Tufton  Bartlet,  whose  son,  the 
Rev.  William  James  Garden  Bartlet,  was  Vicar  of  Dor¬ 
chester,  Oxon,  Vicar  of  Hindhead,  and  of  Albury.  From 

* 

a  younger  Aberdeen  branch  of  the  Afforsk  Bartlets 
descended  the  Very  Reverend  George  Bartlet,  Dean  of 
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Aberdeen,  and  Dr.  Vernon  Bartlet  of  Mansfield  College, 
Oxford. 


THE  AMERICAN  BRANCHES 

A  word  must  be  added  concerning  the  American 
owners  of  our  surname,  because  so  much  wishful  guess¬ 
work  has  been  printed  giving  utterly  fictitious  statements 
that  the  first  emigrants  to  New  England  were  younger 
sons  of  the  Bartelots  of  Ernley  or  Stopham,  co.  Sussex. 
The  most  prominent  of  the  American  Bartletts  descend 
from  Richard  Bartlett,  who  settled  in  1630  at  New¬ 
bury  in  America.  He  was  a  shoemaker,  and  his  family 
Bible  proves  that  he  must  have  been  the  man  of  that 
name  baptized  as  son  of  Robert  Bartlett  of  Fordington, 
Dorset,  on  May  17,  1592,  and  whose  son  Richard,  who, 
according  to  the  family  Bible,  was  born  on  October  31, 

1621,  must  be  identified  with  the  child  of  that  name 
baptized  at  Tincleton  adjoining  Fordington  on  January  4, 

1622. 

Robert  Bartlett,  who  emigrated  to  Cambridge,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  in  1623,  a  cooper  by  trade,  was  baptized  at 
Puddleton,  Dorset,  on  May  27,  1603,  a  son  of  Robert, 
the  lessee  of  Fordington  Prebendal  manor,  whose  pedigree 
goes  back  to  John  Bartlett  alias  Hancock,  who  bought 
Muston  manor  in  Puddleton  in  1542. 

Thomas  Barttelot  of  Horsham  went  to  America  and 
there  died  in  1696,  but  his  two  sons  stayed  in  England 
and  brought  a  Chancery  suit  to  recover  the  Nuthurst 
estate  in  Sussex,  which  had  belonged  to  their  grandfather 
John  Bartlett. 
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Another  Robert  Bartlett  who  went  to  New  England 
about  1650  was  the  son  of  William  Bartlett  of  Frampton, 
co.  Dorset,  and  was  baptized  there  on  February  4,  1639, 
according  to  the  record  of  his  age  and  birthplace  in  his 
deposition  in  Essex  County  Court,  Massachusetts.  His 
sister  Magdalen,  baptized  there  on  March  23,  1630,  was 
living  in  New  England  in  1660. 

The  most  completely  recorded  family  of  our  surname 
in  America  is  that  of  a  Bertolet  descended  from  Jean 
Bertolet,  a  French  Huguenot,  who  emigrated  thither  from 
Chateaux  D’Oex  in  Switzerland  with  his  brother  Peter 
on  April  29,  1726.  It  is  claimed  that  he  was  descended 
from  the  French  family  of  Berthelot,  Counts  of  St. 
Laurent  in  Picardy.  He  settled  at  Oley,  Pennsylvania, 
and  his  descendants  now  living  number  over  five 
hundred.  Their  genealogy,  written  by  Daniel  H.  Bertolet 
of  Pottstown,  fills  a  book  of  260  pages  and  was  published 
by  the  Bertolet  Family  Association  (incorporated)  in 

I9I4- 

John  Russell  Bartlett  was  born  at  Providence,  Rhode 
Island,  on  October  23,  1805.  He  became  Secretary  of 
State  for  Rhode  Island  in  1855,  wrote  on  the  subject  of 
Ethnology  and  was  the  founder  of  the  American  Ethno¬ 
logical  Society.  He  also  wrote  on  the  history  of  Rhode 
Island.  He  became  Secretary  of  the  New  York  Historical 
Society. 

Two  American  Bartletts  came  to  England  in  the  latter 

part  of  the  nineteenth  century  and  attained  prominence 

in  the  political  world.  The  elder  was  Sir  Ellis  Ashmead 

Bartlett,  born  at  Brooklyn  in  1849,  an<^  younger 
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William  Lehman  Ashmead  Bartlett,  born  in  1851,  sons 
of  Ellis  Bartlett  of  Plymouth,  New  England,  by  his  wife 
Sophia,  daughter  of  John  King  Ashmead  of  Philadelphia. 
Sir  Ellis  graduated  M.A.  at  Christ  Church,  Oxford,  in 
1874.  A  barrister-at-law,  he  entered  Parliament  as  Mem¬ 
ber  for  Sheffield  in  1885,  was  Civil  Lord  of  the  Admiralty, 
knighted  in  1892,  and  received  the  Grand  Cordon  of  the 
Medjidie  from  the  Sultan  of  Turkey  in  1897.  He  mar¬ 
ried  in  1874  Frances  Christina,  daughter  of  Henry  Edward 
Walsh,  and  had  five  sons  and  three  daughters,  the  eldest 
being  Ellis  Ashmead  Bartlett,  the  War  Correspondent. 
He  wrote  several  books,  of  which  Shall  England  Keep  India  ? 
and  The  Battlefields  of  Thessaly  are  the  best  known.  He 
died  on  January  18,  1902,  and  was  buried  at  Tunbridge 
Wells. 

His  brother  was  an  Exhibitioner  of  Keble  College, 
Oxford,  and  graduated  M.A.  in  1880,  a  student  of  the 
Inner  Temple  on  February  6,  1875,  was  M.P.  for  West¬ 
minster  in  1885,  and  married  the  Right  Hon.  Angela 
Georgina  Baroness  Burdett-Coutts  on  February  12,  1881, 
and  took  her  surname. 

A  colony  of  American  Bartletts  live  in  Newfoundland 
who  trace  their  descent  from  the  Bartletts  of  Poole  in 
Dorset. 

And  so  I  close  this  epitome  of  our  family  name  and 
its  history.  I  have  voluminous  notes  of  all  who  bore  our 
surname  down  to  1800,  and  shall  be  happy  to  answer 
questions  about  branches  of  the  family  which  I  have  not 
mentioned.  When  I  look  through  the  list  of  the  thousands 
of  those  who  have  borne  our  surname  and  have  left  little 
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more  than  their  name,  I  like  to  quote  these  words  of 
Solomon  : 

“  AND  SOME  THERE  BE  WHICH  HAVE  NO  MEMORIAL, 

WHO  ARE  PERISHED  AS  THOUGH  THEY  HAD  NEVER  BEEN, 
AND  ARE  BECOME  AS  THOUGH  THEY  HAD  NEVER  BEEN 
BORN, 

AND  THEIR  CHILDREN  AFTER  THEM, 

BUT  THESE  WERE  MERCIFUL  MEN  WHOSE  RIGHTEOUSNESS 
HATH  NOT  BEEN  FORGOTTEN. 

THEIR  SEED  SHALL  REMAIN  FOR  EVER, 

AND  THEIR  GLORY  SHALL  NOT  BE  BLOTTED  OUT.

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Stopham  is  a  village  and  parish  in  the  county  of  Sussex 
covering  an  area  of  857  acres  with  a  population  of  150, 
one  mile  from  Pul  borough,  on  the  main  road  from  Pet- 
worth  to  Brighton.  Besides  its  ancient  manor  house  close 
to  the  church,  it  is  famous  for  its  bridge  of  seven  arches 
over  the  River  Arun— the  most  ancient  stone  bridge  in 
the  county.  It  consists  of  seven  arches  protected  by 
pointed  bastions  on  the  tidal  side,  for  the  tide  actually 
comes  so  far  up  the  River  Arun  from  the  sea.  This 
bridge  was  built  about  the  year  1409  by  John  Bartelot, 
M.P.,  lord  of  the  manor. 

Stopham  House  has  been  rebuilt  and  stands  on  the 
site  of  the  manor  house  of  Ford  Place  where  lived  the 
guardian  of  the  crossing-place  of  the  River  Arun  in  days 
before  Stopham  bridge  was  built.  Stopham  Manor  House 
is  a  fine  old  Tudor  mansion  near  the  church.  The  tombs 
of  the  family  cover  the  floor  and  line  the  walls  of  the  old 
church,  and  several  of  the  stained  glass  windows  are  glazed 
with  their  coats  of  arms.  Besides  these,  two  ancient  stone 
coffin-lids  enriched  with  crosses  which  lie  in  the  church¬ 
yard  are  reputed  to  commemorate  earlier  members  of 
the  family.  It  was  a  common  saying  three  centuries  ago 
that  the  squire  of  Stopham  could  ride  from  Pet  worth  to 
Horsham  without  stepping  off  his  own  estates.
